There Is an ah of surprise in what it 


Mid by the prese about the late in 
oral proceed togs tbat is annsoal in 
American newspaper*, but there 1» not 
that ear* Uken tbat should be to make 
plain the tendency of the display made. 
There li a certain pride thai ii mani- 
fest in lome artioles opon the subject, 
which is natural to tbe less observing, 
whose airy natures are led away by 
pageantry wbsrever it is without refer- 
ence bad to the cause o* tbe display, 
or wbat miy b» tba consequences it 
may bring in ita train when applied in 
tbe sense it truly presents to tbe more 
observing and reflecting mind. What 
is generally said by writers about tbe 
grandeur of display made presents to 
tbe aind the same clasi of thoogbts 
that are presented by the words: "It 
was a glorions victory." 


Tbe glorious part ap»inrs to present 


as maob to the flighty mind when tbe 
victory in its consequence* would en- 
slave the earth as it would present 
wben its reunite would liberate a world 
Iron slavery imposed by despots. 


Reference is made to the gathering 


of military foroes at Washington at the 
•lose of the civil war, and comparisons 
ar» made between the army then at tbe 
national capital and the late military 
display at tbe iuaogoral 
Conclusions 


are made tbat tbe late display was 
more impo*icig than tbe display m ide 
by the veterans of the war. 


There eboald be no exception taken 


to these unfavorable conclusions, 
MB 


they are at most an error of judgment 
made by those who make the compari- 
sons. There are beyond tbeae super 
floial views, which include nothing 
more than pageantry, principles tbat 
have been overlooked, so far as the 
writer has h»d opportunity to rsview 
wbat has keen written on tbe subject. 
These principles are opposite*, in fact 
and in detail. Tbe principle repre- 
sented at the close of the war by gath- 
ering the veterans was tbe principle ot 
liberty, 01 tbe expansion of freedom to 
tbe human race. Toe principle pre- 
sented for consideration by bringing 
large bodies ot nclJiers together at the 
iUHUtforsl ia tbe principle of military 
power to extend slavery through snb- 
missiou to tbe will of an autocrat lately 
vested with absolute power over tbe 
lives and liberty of a part of tbe human 
family. There has bien very little said 
about a violation of the principle in 
tbe American system which declares 
tbat all power in government is derived 
through the consent of tbe governed, 
which Is a principle tbat leada wben 
enforced to the destruction of tbe ao- 
tocratir system. The principle in- 
cluded in tbe consent of tbe governed 
i< in direJt opposition to toe exercise 
of the wII of an auioorat »uch as Mr- 
Ktulsy is now. 


Any colonial system made upon the
